REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 
To the Parents and Citizens of Strafford: 


Another school year has now drawn to a close, and the 
School Board respectfully submits its annual report upon 
the conditior of the schools in Strafford. ; 

This has been a short year, owing to the bad weather 
and much sickness ainong the pupils. It was thought best 
to make our winter term four weeks long, thus giving us 
only thirty weeks for the year, but meeting the require- 
ments of the State law. | 

The attendance in most of the schools has been quite 
satisfactory, and the teachers are meeting with a fair 
degree of success. We wish to impress more upon our 
teachers the necessity of special training for their work and 
think the time is not far off, when they will be compelled 
to spend at least some time in a good training school. 

We have made some repairs on the school buildings and 
three new stoves have been installed, one in each section of 
the town, also some new books added to our supply. 

This year the State Superintendent of Public Instruction 
wishes to know the towns that desire to build up their 
schools through the help of a skilled superintendent. The 
number of towns to make use of this opportunity, has in- 
creased year by year, until now eighty per cent of the 
public school pupils of the state are under expert super- 
vision. The state pays one-half of the salary of the super- 
intendent and when several towns are united in a district 
the expense to each town is small.
